Here is figur'd a very uncommon LilelU 
or Adderbolt,\~ar different from all our Englijh Kinds, with 
clouded Wings like thofe of a Loatji : This was caught a- 
bout Aleppo. The two next are beauti ful fpotted Moths, the 
firft from America, the other from India, caught alfo about 
Moutpelier, by that curious Collector of all Rarities, Mr 
Charlton 3 whereby we oblerve fome things common to Afa 
and Europe, as well as America, which Dr Sloan in his Ca- 
talogue of "Jamaica Plants has given us no fmall inftance of: 
In this Plate are alfo difcovered Come other new Infects*, 
Shells and Plants, with the Figure of a beautiful "Bumming 
Bird, whofe Throat is of fo flaming a luftre, as is fcarce to 
be lookt oh, efpecially if the Sun mines on it. 

The Dutchefs Dowager of Beaufort was a generous Bene* 
fa&refs to this Table. 
b. IV. Figure i- In the 4th Table he prefents you with a genu- 
ine Cicada from the Cape of Good Hope, very different from 
any in Europe, the Philippine Adianthum at Fig. 4. is perhaps 
one of the oddeft in Nature 5 this he copies from a defign 
the Learned Father Camel, a perfon extreamly curious in all 
parts of natural Hiftory, feut Mr. Raj and. him : He hath al- 
fo received many other things, very uncommon, which you 
will fee in this and the following Decades. 

His two varieties of the Blatta Bizintina and his Syno- 
nyms of them are not a little curious : As alfo a Figure of a 
Stella marina from China, whofe form is wonderful 5 he con- 
cludes with a green fort of a S/wge, which DrNiJfole s a. curious 
Phjfcian and Botaniji, fent him from Mompelicr.

From China and its adjacent Coafts are two or 
three peculiars difcovered, viz* A FiHeaved Cyprefs from 
Chufan^ an Ifland near Liampo : A White Cowry from Emiy 
with a Saffron circle, and a very Angular crifta ted Barnacle 
from' both, thefe places, which he conje&ures the accurate 
RondeleHus may have feen by a Figure only he gives which 
much refembtes it y the reft of the Plate is taken up with 
Plants from the 'Cafe; .of Good { Hope, and fome ExofickAm- 
mds from Africa and America 5 from whidi l^ft placehe 
gives you f fmall Fly with wonderful large featfc pa 'Horns.

Two elegant Cape Plants are the beginning of this jth, ^5 y^p. 
Table, with a Vellitory of the Wall from the Canaries: alfOge*; 
ther different from what we have yet feen : Tothcfefuo- 
ceed two Foreign Butterflies:^ and three Engl iflr Moths* which 
1 aft were difcovered by a very curious Gentlewoman -in the 
Weft of England^ all which are wholly new. Fig 9; pre- 
fents you with a -Bumming Bird of the largciTfize, with an 
elegant yellow fpeckled head, and this is'ihe greater rari- 
ty, becaufe it's not only the firft Bird we have- yet &en 
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f he 'Figure of from, -the, 'Cape of Good Hope, but we knew 
.none of this kind before common to any other part than 
America. At Figure 6 \s -a very odd Amelia. at Cafeworm, 
covered with bits ot rw*gs. like fome of our Caddms^ this 
was knt .him from Carolina^ He concludes this Plate with 
a Vegetable i we are cbligea to him for the clearer know- 
ledge of, viz. the Canary Orchitis a fort of Mofs growing 
on the Rocky Mountains m thofe Iflands. This the Sptni* 
ards ufe to give a line Dye- to their Spanijh Leather.

Tab. VIII. The greateft part of this 8th Plate is taken up with a 
vaft large and wonderful Phalmta or Moth, one of the 
biggeft any Mnfieum could ever yet boa ft of, being full 
nine inches between the tips of each Wing, and proporti- 
onably broad 5 this was lent him firft from Dantzick, but 
<?amc from Hie Eaft Indies 5 the reft are fome Plants from 
the Cape of Good Hope, with Infetfs and Shells from divers 
parts of the World , particularly a Curious Rhinoceros 
Beetle from Portugal, and a very elegant Capricorn, feht to 
him from Mafcow by one of the (Wj Phyjfciws.
